Sam. was born on November 30, 1835, 
while his family lived in Florida, a little com- 
munity of twenty-one homes on the Salt River 
in rural Missouri, Before Sam turned four, they 
moved to. the larger town of Hannibal, where 
Sam.grew up. 

In 1853, shortly before his eighteenth 
birthday, Sam was. struck with wanderlust. 
The affliction, common among young men at 
the time, was characterized by a compelling 
desire to visit new places, To cure himself, Sam 
told his family he would go to St, Louls. He 
did, but didn't tell them that, after arriving, he 
would continue traveling eastward until he 
reached the Atlantic Ocean, and New York 
City, After enjoying the bright lights of New 
York City and Philadelphia for a year, he 
returned home, 

His wanderlust had not yet disappeared 
and after three years, he was off again, This 
time, Sam told everyone he planned to 
explore South America, He made it as far as 
New Orleans before changing his mind and 
becoming a riverboat pilot, For the next two 
and a half years, Sam shepherded Mississippi 
riverboats between St, Louis and New Orleans, 

When the Civil War broke out, riverboat 
traffic dried up, so Sam returned to Hannibal.

| Tips for bagging a 
trophy buck 


Luck is often the deciding factor on whether a hunter bags a tro- 
phy buck or not. We all know someone who was a novice hunter, 
maybe even on his or her first hunt, who bagged a monster buck. 
They may have been the hunter in your club that always slept late 
and wandered into the woods at 10:00.A. M., smoked on their stand, 
and didn’t bother with scent control. There will always be this type 
of lucky hunter, but the real odds are that the ones who do their 
homework and prepare will bag the big bucks. 

Deer hunters that 1 have known that were the most successful 
always devoted time to scouting before and during the season. 
Scouting for the next season should begin immediately after the cur- 
rent year season closes. Look for rub lines and scrape lines, and 
tracks, Chances are that if you locate a buck in February, he will 
still be in the immediate vicinity the next season, 

Summer scouting is also important, Hunters hunting hardwood 
bottoms should look for oak trees that have a promising crop of 
acorns. Scan the canopy with a good pair of binoculars to determine 
if a tree has set a good crop of acorns. Once a producing group of 
trees are found, that's where a tree stand should be erected well 
before opening day: 

Most successful trophy hunters I have talked to rank odor control 
as the most important factor in harvesting big bucks, Everyone 
knows we should hunt an area downwind (wind in our face) but this 
is often hard to do. Stands should be placed so a hunter can take 
advantage of the wind, no matter which direction it is blowing from. 

Stands should be approached from the downwind side also. If 
one is forced to enter from the upwind side wearing rubber boots 
and dragging a scent rag behind both boots will help cover your 
scent, Clothes should be washed in a scent free detergent and stored 
in a plastic bag, Hunters who cook breakfast before the hunt will be 
wise to shower and put on their hunting clothes after cooking, ; 

Shooting skill is another decisive factor in ophy buck hunting. 
One can do everything else perfect, but if they can’ shoot accurate- 
ly; the other preparations are a waste of time, Sighting in a hunting 
rifle with a few rounds is not sufficient practice to insure a well- 
placed shot. Several sessions at a practice range will improve both 
marksmanship and confidence. Practice shooting using a rifle rest 
and offhand, One never knows when they will have only a split sec- 
ond to bag the buck of a lifetime. A lot of giant bucks are shot going 
to and leaving a stand, Acquiring the ability to snap shoot can pay 

in this situation. 
neh voli will contin ue to hear about the first time hunter who 
bags the largest buck in the county, but that’s what makes hunting 
so exciting.

The Elba Police Department 
and Elba City School officials 
were joined by several other law 
enforcement agencies Monday 
morning, Dec. 5, to conduct a 
routine campus search of the 
Elba City Schools. 

Joining the Elba officials were 
officers with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, Andalusia 
Police Department, Department 
of Corrections and ABC board.
